Theſe Paſſa, 5 I thought fit to produce by way of Preface to the fol- 
lowing Diſcou\,'e, as carrying in them the Reaſon and Foundation of Govern- 
ment it ſelf, hd in Maintenance of what paſſed at the Revolution. 
I ſhall only peg leave to add to them one very great Living Authority,

andi therefore it is moſt plain, from the Impotence in which ſo many
